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Freedom of the Press, 

New York, December 13.— There 
are those In this country who have 
in moments ot vigUante hysteria 
accused the Administration of seek> 
Ing the mantle of dictatorship. 
Assuming that these windmill tilt 
ers are genuinely bewildered, and 
not merely vicious malefactors on 
whom all evidence Is wasted, it 
seems relevant at this time to point 
out the utterly different attitudes on 
the question of freedom of the press 
of the head of the American gov- 
ernment and the leader of the first 
Fascist state. 

President Roosevelt has again ex 
pressed his views on this subject 
In a letter to be published in the 
60Ui anniversary edition of the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. "I do not 
think," he writes, "that any one 
would seriously , argue that the 
freedom of the press to criticize the 
Administration in office has, in any 
manner, been curtailed since the 
Spring of 1933. A casual reading 
of a representative digest would 
reveal the fallacy of allegations to 
the contrary. Praise be! And may 
that freedom ever prevail. 

"A free press is essential to us 
as a people and to the mainten- 
ance of our form of government." 

The other " kind of a press is 
equally essential to the mainten- 
ance of the other kind of govern- 
ment. No' one knows this better 
than Benito Mussolini, who used to 
be a reporter himself, before he 
began to give assignments. He 
fouQded Popolo d'ltalia in Milan 
and is reported still to write many 
of its lead editorials. He is said 
also to exercise complete control 
over the news treatment of Popolo 
and when that paper carries an im- 
portant piece, a "copy" order (no 
"please copy," either) goes out to 
all other Italian newspapers, thus 
giving the article nationwide cov- 
erage. • . V/ 
❖ ❖ ❖ 
But the most obnoxious evil of 
the Fascits press system is this 
Caesar's ghostwriters, the little 
claque of irresponsible journalists 
whose function It is to help trans- 
late the master's voice into effective 
print. Virginie Gayda is perhaps 
the most pliable and accommodat- 
ing of this journalistic janlssariat. 
It was he who recently wrote a 
learned article, supported by maps, 
graphs, charts and statistics, prov- 
ing that the Italians are indisput- 
ably an Aryan race, Editor Giorgio 
Pini of Popolo d'ltalia is another 
notable mouthpiece. 

Last week . two others left their 
typewriters momentarily to 'lead a 
noisy vocal démonstration in the 
Fascist Chamber of Deputies. They 
were Achille Starace, Secretary 
General of the party, who in addi- 
tion to his office as propaganda 
minister is a Grand Councillor and 
therefore entitled to a seat with 
the Deputies, and Roberto Farln- 
acci, ex-editor of The Scream, a 
Socialist newspaper before the war, 
and later editor of 11 Reginiente 
Fascista in Cremona, who is also a 
Grand Councillor. Farlnaccl is the 
principal filter for the anU-Jewish 
filth that has recently drained off 
down the Rome-Berlin axis into 
Italy. A few days ago these two 
led a 'spontaneous' riot in ihe 
Chamber when, upon the entrance 
of n Duce, they spontaneously rose 
and followed spontaneously by the 
other Deputies assembled, gave 
three spontaneous cheers for Mus-

Casting for "Richard of Bor- 
deaux," the historical drama by 
Gordon Daviçt which the Mc- 
Gill Players' Club has scheduled 
for presentation in Mbysc Hall 
on February 16, 17 and 18, will 
begin tomorrow afternoon at 3 
o'clock in the Union Ballroom, 
according to an announcement 
issued last night by Stirling Fer- 
guson, president of the univer- 
sity dramatic organization. Plans 
for the forthcoming presentation 
will be laid before the club at a 
general meeting to be held at 5 
p.m. in the Assembly Room at 
Strathcona Hall on the same 
day. 

Emphasizing the fact that a cast 
numbering 35 is- needed to produce 
"Richard of Bordeaux," Ferguson 
asked that all available university 
acting talent turn out for casting. 
'We have particular need of male 
actors," he added, "because there 
are at least ten major male parts, 
to fill, aside from that of Richard. 
This play presents one of the finest 
opportunities for the greatest num 
ber of actors that the Players 
Club has ever offered. So we're 
calling for both quality and 
quantity," 

Break Attendance Record. 
In regard to the production 
"French Without Tears," Ferguson 
stated that the play had broken 
all Players' Club box office records 
for the past five years. A consid 
erable profit was realized on the 
presentation, most of which is eX' 
pected to be thrown back into the 
production of "Richard of Bor 
deaux" which calls for Increased 
expenditures in almost every de- 
partment of production. 

"Richard of Bordeaux," in its 
professional presentations, was 
greeted with critical acclaim on 
both sides of the Atlantic. Wrjtten 
in modern prose, it tells the story 
of the reign of Richard II of Eng 
land, describing his efforts to pro 
duce a peaceful and contented 
nation against tiie wishes of the 
warlike barons of his time. 

The play's action passes over 
period of almost twenty years, from 
the time that Richard first ascended 
the throne as a boy of nineteen 
until the day when he was deposed 
by his cousin, Henry, Duke of Here- 
ford, at the age of thirty-seven. 

In the London presentation, John 
Gielgud, the British actor whose 
"Hamlet" later achieved a record 
run in the United States, played the 
title role, and in New York, Dennis 
King, of "If I Were King," "Hedda 
Gabier," and "I Married an Angel" 
fame, played Richard.

"Philosophy and Science" will be 
the subject of Professor W. H. Wat 
son's talk when he addresses th 
next meeting of the Philosophical 
Society on Thursday, December IS, 
at 8:15,- in Room 13 of Strathcona 
Hall. 

Dr. Watson has had a book pub 
lished this year, entitled "On Un 
derstanding Physics", at the Cam 
bridge Press, and has done research 
work at both Edinburgh and Cam. 
bridge. 

Around the questions of recent 
major developments in physics, phy 
sical science and biology, consider 
able discussions have been held, in 
relation to established concepts of 
causality, and the existence of an 
objective world. Such scientists as 
Eddington and Jeans have argued 
that new developments in the 
atomic theory point to the collapse, 
of the general notion of an objective 
world. These developments prove 
the case for subjective- idealism put 
forth by Berkely. 

It is expected that Professor Wat- 
son will deal with some of these 
questions. There will be a period 
for discussion after his talk.

Racial Differences Topic of 
Clubs' Meeting 



Racial differences will be discuss, 
ed when the Biological and Socio, 
logical Societies hold a point meet, 
ing tonight at 8.15 (n the Union 
Music Room. Evelyn Abel and Eu- 
gene Munro of the Biological So- 
ciety along with John Pearson and 
David Solomon, representing the 
Sociological Society will lead the 
dispussion. 

A controversy has been and is 
being carried on in Europe and in 
the yi)lted States as to whether 
certain races are Inferior to others 
and whether there is one favorite 
race in the world. 

This meeting will be a continua- 
tion of the policies of both groups 
In engaging in joint discussion of 
common .problems with undergra- 
dute societies whose fields of study 
are overlapping. Executives in 
charge of the meeting stated that 
the social and biological aspects of 
race will be discussed in an effort 
to clarify thinking, on the problems 
surrounding consideration of racial 
origins and racial characteristics. 

The biologists will treat race from 
the viewpoint of natural science, 
and will regard the human species 
as an evolutionary product of bio- 
logical mutations, while the socio- 
logists expect to discuss the matter 
along the lines outlined by Profes- 
sor Franz Boas and other social 
anthropologists. 



In a telegram received yester 
day by the executive of the So- 
cial Problems Club, Thomas 
Mann, noted German author anc 
recipient of the Nobel Prize in 
Literature, expressed his approv- 
al of a boycott of German anc 
Japanese goods. At the meet 
ing addressed by Tony Sender 
last Thursday a resolution was 
adopted by the Social Problems 
Club calling for a campus boy- 
cott of goods from these coun- 
tries. 

The text of the telegram receiv 
ed from Dr. Mann is: "I deeply ap 
prove all kind of economical mea 
sures in order to weaken dictator 
ships, to prevent war or to shorten 
it if it ever comes:" 

The Reverend F. C. Bland has 
also sent a telegram of approval ot 
the boycott campaign. His telegrain 
received yesterday reads "Approve 
your resolution as just arid Chris 
tian." The Reverend Bland is a dis 
tinguished clergyman of Toronto. 

Dr. Mann, who is at present lea 
turing at Princeton University, left 
Germany in .1933 after the advent of 
Hitler to power. He declared at the 
time that he believed the Nazi rfr 
gime would stifle literature las he' 
conceived It and that hence - he 
could not stay in Germany. Since 
his departure he has been touring 
the world and lecturing. His most 
recent book which is oh the best 
seller lists in the United States Is 
"The Challenge to Democracy." 
Author of Magic Mountain. 
The author of the '-Magic Moun 
tain" for which work he was 
awarded the Nobel Prize, Dr. Mann 
is also known as ' the writer of 
"Buddenbrooks," the Joseph trilogy, 
"Mario and the Mp-'îcian," and 
many short stories anu essays con- 
tributed to magazines. 

The executive of - the Social 
Problems has announced that for 
the time remaining', before the 
Christmas vacation it is pushing a 
campaign on the campus to attempt 
to get students not to purchase 
goods made, in Germany or Japan 
for Christmas presents. The cam- 
paign was started with the adoption 
of the following resolution last 
week: 

Whereas— the. gdvèmments of 
Germany and Japan today threat- 
en both thé peace and freedom ot 
the world at large and the peace 
and freedom of their own peoples, 
and 

Whereas— these two governments, 
through their armed' action ini Spain, 
Czccho-Slovakia, Austria and China 
constitute the main threat to world 
peace, and 

Whereas— their armaments and 
the material wealth wiiich enables 
them to maintain these threats are 
obtained almost entirely through 
the sale of their goods to democratic 
peoples, and 

Whereas— We Believe This Ac- 
tion Te Be In The Best Interests Of 
Our German And Japanese Brothers, 

Therefore— We, the students 
sent at a general meeting, under the 
auspices of the Social Problems 
Club hereby resolve that: We will 
refrain from buying goods or mater 
ials of Germany and Japan.

Interest in the recent scheme 
to place college scholarships on 
a national basis, subsidized by 
the government, is widespread, 
observers pointed out last night. 
Committees designed to put the 
sciierae into a convenient form 
for presentation to parliament 
have been active on most of the 
campuses of the country. The 
goal of the movement is to se- 
cure a grant of $500,000 from the 
federal government to enable 
larger numbers of worthy stud- 
ents of proven scholastic ability 
to continue their college studies. 

At McGUl the Board of Gov- 
ernors sets aside annually the sum 
of $59,000 for scholarships and bur- 
saries but this amount does not 
fulfill the need it is decided. It 
is hoped that the proposed system, 
if put Into effect, will satisfy the 
demand and, at the same time, put 
the scholarships on a national foot- 
ing which will give students in ah 
parts of the country an equa» 
chance. 

There will be an Intercollegiate 
Assembly meeting in Kingston in 
the near future to consolidate plan' 
for these . National. • Scholarshipt 
and .to receive the ;views; of all col- 
leges and universities in the 
Dominion regarding this plan 
Every aspect of this project and

A meeting of the International

This topic is timely because of the 
Pan-American Conference now 
being held at Lima, Peru. Composed 
of 21 Independent republics of 
North and South America, Includ- 
ing the United States, the Pan 
American Union meets periodically, 
The last conference was in Montevi- 
deo, Uruguay, in 1933. In 1936, at 
the Inter-American Conference for 
the maintenance of peace, held at 
Buenos Aires. President Roosevelt 
made special reference to the desir- 
ability of Canada's joining with 
other American countries in extend- 
ing the p^ane and harmony exist- 
ing on the two continents. There has 
been much speculation in Ottawa 
and elsewhere recently whether 
Canada should have participated in 
thé present conference and whether 
it should join the Pan-American 
Union. 

International Lawyer. 
Prof. Corbett teaches Inter- 
national law In the McGill Law 
School. He was one of the Cana- 
dian delegates to the unofficial 
British Commonwealth Relations 
Conference held in Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, in September. At that time 
he received an honorary doctor's 
degree from the University of Mel- 
bourne. He is the author of "The 
Settlement of Canadian-American 
Disputes" and joint author of "Can- 
ada and World Politics."

minutes can matter in the case of 
news," he said. 

Among the speakers contacted by 
the Daily for these journalistic talks

Barnard, who will each deal with 
some phase of newspaper work. 
Political Reporter. 

Mr. Archibald obtained a position 
on the Toronto World, after gradu-. 
ating from the University of To- . 
ronto, wheré hé toolc hohors in Eng- 
lish, History and the Classics. He 
then became political reporter in 
the Ontario Legislative Press Gal- 
lery, and was for five sessions in 
the Ottawa Press Gallery. He then . 
became editor of the Herald in , .v 
Montreal. From there, he went to " ' 
the Star and served as executive 
editor for many years, before be- 
coming associate editor. 

The Canadian Press was started 
twenty years ago, shortly after the 
war. It is run on the .co-operative 
system, papers throughout Canada 
contributing news to It. The board 
of directors is composed of news- 
papermen from various Canadian 
papers. The Canadian Press sends 
out news it receives to other papers. 
It has offices in New York, Toronto, 
Ottawa and London.

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A Year of Musical 
Progress 

|F some musicnlly-minded students were 
dissntisficd with facilities in mufic at 
_^McGill several years ago their every desire 
has been gratified this season. The an- 
nouncement in October that students' tic- 
kéts were to bo available for the concerts 
by the Montreal Orchestra came as most 
welcome news. The inauguration by Dean 
Clarke of the Friday afternoon lecture-con- 
cert scries has met with wide approval, two 
hundred enthusiastic students attending 
each lecture. And then, virtually piling 
Ossa on Pelion, last month the Carnegie 
Collection ot Recorded Music arrived with 
its powerful three-speaker phonograph, its 
library of scores and reference volumes and 
over a thousand carefully selected records. 

There was some difficulty at first to 
know where to house this precious acquisi- 
tion but doubts were soon dispelled when 
a friend of students and music offered to 
equip Dean Clarke's former office on the 
ground floor of the Conservatorium. Care- 
ful plans were drawn up and the renova- 
tions Are still proceeding. A new ceiling is 
being placed below, the old one and the 
walls are being reprocessed to render the 
room as perfect acoustically as possible. A 
Musio Room practically convenient and 
aesthetically pléasing will emerge to be 
openèd to the entire student body and fa- 
culty upon the resumption of daises after 
the Christmas vacation. 

But it would appear that we have not 
stopped in our progress, Yéstèrdây a new 
noté was struck whèn the Women's Union 
brought the celebrated Hart House String 
Quartet to McQill in a fine afternoon rc- 
dital. Some students among the largè groiip 
■who attended, heard chamber music for the 
first time. Everyone seemed to enjoy the 
recital greatly. 

The gênerai impression is that there 
aré few more pleasant ways of relaxing af- 
: ter lectures than liâténlng to good music 
wefl played. 

Many American and European univer- 
sitiés have for many yèars featured as an 
important part of their extra-curricular ac- 
tivities series of recitals by eminent soloists 
and chamber groups. Attendances have 
béen uniformly high, in some ca&es rival- 
ling or surpassing those at football or hoc- 
kèy games. ' 

The Women's Union ià to be congratu- 
laféd upon its enterprise. It is hoped that 
this is only the. first of a series of siniilar 
events to take place after the holidays. We 
believe that the demand and need at Mc- 
Qill warrants the prësèàtatiôn of stioh a 
sériés. It has been suggested that a Musie 
Club be formed to consider these and other 
musical matters. We heartily endorse the 
suggestion. Cognizant of what has been 
donë thus far we look to further progreàs 
— ^ few more strides forward and "McGill 
Jrhe Muaiq Center" will be a by-word. 



Parisian 
Impressions 



And now we wend our way through the gay 
streets of the Cite Universitaire. When I ar- 
rived in the Gare de l'Est I was still garbÉd in 
my rather stange bicycling costume, bluè shorts, 
and a murky Jersey with a nnhdescript, once- 
whltê hat and Roman Sandals. No soonèr did 
I achieve a vaguely respectable habit than I 
searched for a good sidewalk cafe. While I sat- 
isfied niy hunger the fellow-eater at my table 
taiHed at length on the latest actions ot the 
government. He seemed to find the President 
in error as far as his foreign policy waa con- 
corned. Later I found that he was a Breton and 
a Communist. This will appear strange for the 
people of this region were most reactionary 
during the Revolution. After we had drunk 
our last drop of wine and complétéd a delicious 
dessert we dropped into another cafe where 
his friends had gathered to drink an after-din- 
ner coffee and talk. When they heard I was 
a Canadian they were not reticent in telling 
me that they did not place absolute trust in 
"perfidious Albion." Wo were friends of all 
that, and walked along tlîé Boulevard Hàuss- 
mann, so namèd after the architect Or glorified 
civil engineer who planned the city, until at 
last we arrived at the Place Vendôme. Thence 
we proceeded along a broad avenue, on both 
sides of wjiich were trees and beautiful shops. 
Now I understand why many people from Am- 
erica are not so fond ot Paris. It \i too much 
of a temptation to the unwary females. The 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier lay under the 
Are do Triomphe and a flare made the scene 
évèn mora impressive. ' Although my compan- 
ion was communistic in view he had a proper' 
respect for the glorious dead and wa6 reverent 
before this shrine to mark in perpetuity the 
sacrifice made by France for peace and demo- 
cracy. The streets Were crowded with people 
who were returning home after the theatre or 
opeira. Paris abounds in. all forms of amuse- 
inent, for some of them shè is justly or unjustly 
famed. 

THE GOVERNMENT IN TOURlSM. 

The next morning I .was Still perplexed a£ 
to what was most worth seeing. The hotel ièc- 
retary had given me thè name of some £ood 
and famous restaurants. La Coupole, ohé that 
served only fish courses, one that specialized 
in tho surroundings, and ono that was on the 
Montmartre. But she was distressingly vague 
when it Came to the subject of seeing Fontain- 
bleau, Vincennèa, or Versailles. So back I went 
to thé Syndicat d'Initiàtlvé wheré the charming 
gentleman had arran^çd my hbtél B,ccommoda- 
tion the night before. He presented mo with a 
wealth of information, statistics and folders on 
what to see in tilë capital. This man is paid 
by the govemmèht to keep tourists happy in 
France and also to help them when in trouble. 
To me tho news that Paris had two hostels 
was more than welcome, for I could then méèt 
fellow travellers and see the town in their 
company. However, I didn't go to thé hostel 
immediately for Francois lë Màguét, the Breton 
was going to call for me and tàkè me to see 
the Invalidés, tomb of Napolèoni and the work- 
ers' cafe where Only CommunisUcally-mihded 
employees went. 

VËilâAILLES IN THE BAIN. 
From the hostel a boy from Iowa and I took 
a train and arrived at the résidence of LoulS 
the Fourteenth in a dismal doWn-pour. Not 
downcast, however, for an American is the best 
possible antidote to climatic disorders. "You 
would be wise to see the Chateau first, and 
the gardens after," said the Gate-keeper so in 
we went to be overwhelmed by the grandiose 
furnishings; rugs from Turkestan, tapestries of 
Gobelin manufacture, hung in solitary splen 
dour In oiie room. ' The Hall of Mirrors was 
hot a eonsplclous thing iôr I was there for three 
minutes before I realized its historical signi- 
ficance. Sevres too had made its contribution 
to the treasures hèld in this monumental epic 
to the gloi:y of one rather insignificant man. 

Then we finally dared to try thé wéathèt 
and see the gardens. Frôm the terraces we saw 
the long lines of fountains on all sides, and a 
lake at the end of the central rôw. Thè làkë 
had a group of statues to représent the "Rol 
Soleil" rising from the water to make again 
hi^ Circuit of thè heavens. This piece of statu 
ary was a good example of the bad taste of 

LoUis Quatorze for, besides not being too fine 
a work, the thing shows his flagrant conceit. 
Among the shadowy avénues one could easily 
imagine the ladies of the court tripping off to 
some secluded rèi^déisvous while the king ran 
impetuously after his current favourite. Louis 
was hot-blooded, according to what one of the 
lodge-keepers said. Then, one could imagine 
the quiet lifè of Louis Seizë. He who espoused 
Marié (the Nàughty) Àntoinèttè. Their ways, 
separated in life, were furthér divided whèn 
that iràtè mob broke .dbwn all barriers and 
charged thé palace. They Must have bèén en- 
grossed in their hate not to h&ve been itnpresséd 
With the màrVéls àrûiihd thêm. 

THE PARIS OF THE WOMEN. 
This being, near thè end of my trip I had 
to rush arotmd getting presents lor my friends, 
The Place "Vendôme Is the secdnd mecea ot all 
females visiting the centre of their world. They 
go first to the Rue de la Fiix ahd get robbed 
for parfums (perfumes after Chrlstmàs) Madame 
Schlaparelli, (or something) and the only store 
where one can get sbme "God Awful" but ex- 
pensivé, perfume, have the prize location on 
the Place. There are other types of women 
Ijesides the toturilts in Paris. The city has ac 
qulMd & name bécauàé Of them in the interna 
tiôrtal world. The fireton warned me not to 
speak to strange women. He was wise, for. 
whenever one stop* to look in a gtiide-book a 
persûn would siidie up and say. "Vous desirez 
quelqùechese, monsieur?" So, on I would go 
with an embarrassed haste, no doubt leaving 
her am'iised at my ydulhful fear. In the flower 
market one sees much of the funny side of 
the French character. The women there, being 
huge, would yell to each othèr choice bits of 
gossip and compete for the passer-by's attention 
In the Louvre tho visithig ladies from America 
run from one room to another with great lack 



ot interest, brought on by tourist agencies' 
itineraries. 

To go to the opera seems to be one of my 
stable stand-bys. But in Montireal we have so 
little really tine music ot this nature that I 
thought It only , natural to want to see what 
is uncommon at home. The French are so 
broad-minded that they had paid good salaries 
to have a company of Germans sing the "Rhein- 
gold" and "Valkyrie" to a French audience, but 
it had to be in French. Another night some 
hostellers and I went to a large movie-house 
and saw a French and German movie. Thé 
langitage was not too complex tor my compre- 
hension so it proved very enjoyable to me. 
Downstairs the manager had a playroom for thâ 
children of the patrons, and passing by I saw it 
empty (low bifth-rite is one grand héad-ache 
for the government) but furnished with thé 
most complete array of all children's toys. The 
French honour maternity highly and bless child- 
hood with much attention. One night I went 
to thé Casino de Paris, if one likes nudity there 
it is, but the show wasn't inspiring; only tourist 
bait 

The friendliness of the péople, tho good 
cooking available, the Americanization of a 
French city, they all made me like the capital 
of Frahcé. 




HART HOUSE QUARTET IN MAONmCENT 

CONCERT. 

An event, as~ hovél as it was iiiteitésting, 
took placé yésterday afterhoàn when thè Hart 
House String Quartet played béfore a large 
audience ot students and faculty mèmberÉ at 
the Royal Victoria College. There is no musi- 
cal organization in Canada more celebrated than 
the Hart House Quartet, a group which ranks 
among thè tihést before the public today. The 
Quartet has played throuéhout the United 
States and Europe, yet, strangely enough, it is 
four years since "our own Quartet" has visited 
Montreal.. In presenting the Hart House Quar' 
tet the Women's Union has performèd a great 
service to'the University and to music in Mont* 
real, - - 

Two quartets copiprised yesterday's pro- 
gram,— the first by Mozart and the sècond 
by Smetana. Four of Mozart's twenty-six quar 
lets wére written tor King Fréderick William 
II of Prussia who was a competent 'cellist, and 
in all these wbrkf the cèllo receives a prômih' 
ent part . . . sometimes too prominent to pre 
sérvè proper balance. The D major Quartet 
1789) (Kochel 575) which opened yesterday's 
concert is the fkst of four and perhaps the 
best. Inspired by the quartets ot the older 
mastér, the work has many Haydnésque quali- 
ties, although Mozart's greater skill and feeling 
for polyphonic writing carried him much fur^ 
ther. It is melodious, graceful and spirited and 
ever refreshing. To 'have heard it played as 
it was by the Hart House Quartet makes tia 
feel ail the more strongly how miich we are 
missing in oiir dèàrth of chamber music locally 
The balance, tone and shading wére of -thé 
highest oifdér and the most demanding Mozart 
enthusiast could find no fault with the intèr 
pretatiôn. 

The second WOrk was Smétana's E Minor 
Quartet, the first of his two works in that 
form. Never attracted to purely abstract music 
Smetana worked upon a definite program evon 
in his quartets both ot which are subtitled "Aus 
Méinèm Leben". The & Miner dêseribés his 
youth; early aspirations form the subject of 
the first movement marked Allégro vivo appaS' 
sionato; hi£ feeling for the dance, a strong 
Czech characteristic, pervadés the Allègre mod- 
erato alla Polka; the thbrd movement. Largo 
sostenuto, pui:ï>orts to illustrate musically the 
young composer's passion tor the lovely Kater^ 
ina; the final Vivace shows his mature devel 
opment and there Is an allusion to imminent 
deafness in the long-drawn high E In the vio 
lins. The work is strong and thè dèveloj^ment 
clear and Well . organizèd. Despite the tefèr 
enees to his dèàfnèss the s{)irit is happy rather 
than mëlanchôly, Optimistic rather than deject, 
ed. Thé performance was pOwérful and showèd 
the Quartet to bè às much at heme in modem 
works as in thè standard répèrtoirè. 

Acoustically the R.V.C. Hall was surplris- 
ingly good, and thé tone was equally vibrant 
in all parts 6f thè large auditorium. This visit 
by the Hàrt House Quartet has made us feel 
how fortunate

HISTORY OF 
CURLINa. 



(Ed. Note:— This in/ormatit>e ar- 
ticle was written by Hilda Turner, 
Editor oj "The Seigneur.") 



To the uninitiated "curling" may 
suggest a visit to the hairdresser, 
but to the winter sportsman it It 
one of the most pleasurable of 
games. In the Province of Quebec, 
curling '^attracts visiting enthusiists 
from many parts of Canada who 
take part in the bonspiels which 
are featured here annuâlly on arti- 
ficial ice. 

«• ❖ ❖ 

Lost in the mists of antiquity, 
the history of the game is not 
to be written from. , (he begin- 
ning, though ocoaslonaliy re- 
ferences to curling in Its . rudi- 
mentary stages rate back as far 
as the sixteenth century in 
Scotland. In a museum in Stir- 
ling, are to be seen some 
interesting old "kuting" (quoit- 
ing stones) and It Is conjectured 
that the game - as originally 
played was a combination of 
quoits and curling as we know 
It today. These old stones or 
"looflcs" as they were also 
called. Were merely water worn 
boulders. In which holes were 
bored for the finger and thumb, 
and it Is supposed that the 
players were accustomed to 
hurling them down the Ice 
rather than sliding them as in 
the present game. Handles wero 
later attached to the stones 
Which varied in shape and 
weight from (wcnty-flve pounds ° 
to one hundred and ten pounds. 
Later When the game adopted 
some sort of regulations it was 
decided that stottot must be cir- 
cular and' of approximately 
similar weight. 

« « ❖ 

Much progress has been màde 
since the early days of the Sport 
when the setting was a frozen loch 
in the heart of Scotland and whèh 
players used bunches of heather 
as brooms to sweep the ice clean 
and smooth and mark out the curl- 
ing sheets, to the stmiptuotis forums 
with artificial ice where the curling 
clans gather today. 

❖ ❖ ❖ 

The sport was first Introduced 
Into Can^a by members of 
Wolfe's Highlanders at Québec 
about the middle of tiie 
eighteenth century. The Scots, 
to while away many long hours 
of tedious monotony during 
a rigorous Canadian winter 
thought of the old gatte and 
fashioning their stones of old 
cannon balls, melted doWn and 
cast In a form somewhat re- 
sembling a tea kettle, (hey spent 
much of their leisure -time curl- 
ing on the frozen surface of the 
St. Lawrence River and nearby 
ponds. As early as 1807, a group 
of twenty Montrealers, all Scots- 
men, formed (he Mon(real Curl- 
ing Club, later known as the 
Royal Montreal Curling Club, 
the first organization of Its kind 
on the North American contin- 
ent and, shortly after, clubs 
were organised at Kingston, 
Quebec, Fergus,' Flamborough 
and Toronto.

The first afïiliatiôn 6f eurilnfi 
clubs took place in 1838, when vari- 
ous clubs met in Edinburgh to form 
the parent organization known as

PENFIELD STRESSES 
SCHOLARSHIP NEED 



Calls for Commission to 
Probe Matters 



Asserting that the almost com- 
plete lack of university scholarships 
ought to be the subject of an in- 
vestigation in combination with 
other university problems,. Dr. W. 
G. Penfield, director of, the Mont- 
real Neurological Institute, yester- 
day advised the immediate forma- 
tion of a commission to probe th^se 
matters, in an address before the 
Canadian Club in the Windsor 
Hotel. 

Dr. Penfield said he would be the 
last to decry foreign study, but the 
pendulum is swinging in the direc- 
tion of the new world. "We should 
be entering upon an era of intellec- 
tual advance and world leadership," 
he said. "We have peculiar prob- 
lems, we must make provision for 
their study in our own universities. 
Research Function. . 

"The double function of a uni- 
versity is research and teaching," 
continued Dr. Penfield. "If a pro- 
fessor does research he is usually 
a more stimulating teacher and in- 
versely teaching makes him a bet- 
ter researcher for it forces him to 
broader conceptions. If you have 
such men here and not at a dis- 
tance, they will exert constant guid- 
ance through the years, whether in 
engineering, commerce, mining, me- 
dicine or musical apreciation — if 
you will endow and control your 
universities wisely and well."

FRENCH-CANADIAN RECEIVES 
RARE HONOR. 

Honorable Senators took time ^^st 
week to congratulate, the diminu- 
tive leader of the Government when 
they learned that Senator Raoul 
Dandurand had gained the rare and 
signal honor of having been elect- 
ed by unanimous vote a member 
of I'Academie des Sciences Morales 
et Politiques of L'Institut de France. 

Now in his 77th year. Senator 
Dandurand is the grand old man of 
the Canadian Senate. His appoint- 
ment was made in January, 1898, 
when he was but 37 years old- 
more than 40 years ago. His near- 
est rival in point of service is 
Senator Casgrain who entered ' in 
1900. These two men, -together with 
Senator Wilson (appointed in 1910), 
are the only remaining members of 
the Senate .appointed by Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier. ' Senator Dandurand 
often tells his friends he has 
'Juried" some 250. of his fellow 
senators. 

Senator Dandurand's services to 
Canada are as well known outside 
the country as within. As early as 
1924 he was appointed Canadian re- 
presentative to the League of Na- 
tions Assembly at Geneva. For 
three years he was president of that 
body. At one time he was appoint- 
ed by the President of 'the U.S. as 
arbitrator under the terms of the 
Treaty of Peace with the Republic 
of Brazil. He has been a Knight of 
the Legion of Honor since 1891 and 
was subsequently made an officer in 
1907, a commander in 1912 and 
awarded the Grand Cross in 1935. 
The latter honor permits him to 
wear a neat gold patch behind the 
traditional crimson, rosette in his 
buttonhole. 

His wife was also honored by the 
French Government for her literary 
attainments, having been made an 
"Officier d'Académie." 

Typical of Senator Dandurand's 
modesty was his statements to the 
Senate that he felt sure this distinc- 
tion was meant 'not for him so much 
as "to honor the country of its reci-

BOSTON RACKETEERS DUPE 700 
STUDENTS IN FOOTBALL 
FRAUD. 

Cambridge— Over 700 Undergrad- 
uates who confidenUy investëd in a 
cleverly-conceived football pool 
over the week-end found to their 
dismay last night that they were the 
innocent victims of a far-reaching 
racketeering scheme, springing from 
the underworld of Boston. 

lUwasiteamed wthoritatively that 
thë^Suîoït" ' betting plan which 
promised odds of 140 to 1 on ten 
picked winners on the gridiron was 
connected with the notorious num- 
bers racket operated secretly in the 
vicinity of Cambridge. 

Students Get Some Back. 

Only by the persistent efforts of 
the Harvard head agent, a student 
in one of the Houses, was any re- 
turn guaranteed for the wagerers, 
who contributed about $350 to the 
scheme in small bets ranging on the 
average from 25 cents to $1. 

Because of injudicious selection of 
games the ceneral booking agency 
lost. $36,000, the University repre- 
sentative said, and returns forth- 
coming to Harvard men should have 
totalled $8,000. The collector re- 
vealed that after three hours of per- 
suasion the "contact-man" had 
agreed to return $1,800 of it 

"No matter what you bet you 
will get it back," he said. "If you 
won, you will ^ receive double your 
investment." Although the football 
pool had been operating for several 
weeks it is now completely defunct 
and there is very little chance that 
it will start up again. 

Ring Is Secret. 

The College collector admitted 
that he didn't know who the "head 
man" was, as he turned his money 
in to an assistant and was not per- 
mitted to learn the inside workings 
of the ring. 

"Though I don't know who is be- 
hind it all, I do know he was new 
in the racket" the agent said, 
"While he had wide connections in 
the number pools, he had no ex- 
perience in selecting close football 
games on which to wager." 
Chafee Says It's Illegal. 

Zechariah Chafee, Jr., professor of 
Lawi when asked for his opinion 
on pools in general, felt that they 
were illegal when "bets are system- 
atically received," but that special 
exception is made by law to take 
care of organized lotteries at horse 
races such as is the practice at Suf- 
folk Downs. 

The football scheme ' centered 
around the choice of a number of 
winners on a list of ten grid encoun- 
ters for the coming Saturday. Four 
picked winners out of four paid 8 to 
1, five out of five; 16 to 1, ten out 
of ten 140 to 1. AH ties were losing, 
and all games forecast in the bet 
must be won for any return what- 
soever. 

The racket was a losing game, the 
collector admitted. Even on the 
week before, with several tie games, 
tlie organization lost $1,500. The 
complete absence of upsets in Sat- 
urday's games accountad for the ap- 
palling loss of the central booking 
agency.
